Very often, prospective U.C.Y. members who could be 
a great credit to the club turn away in disgust because of the inefficient 
way in which early meetings are held and because they feel like intrude 
ers. We should encourage every Catholic boy and girl to join our 
organization and we should conduct it in such a way as to make them 
want to remain as a member. Every local should also set definite ob¬ 
jectives which it would like to accomplish during the coming year. 
The objectives should be of such a nature that they not only contribute 
to the enjoyment of the members but should also aid the local parish 
and strengthen our own Youth organization. 

At this time please consider our humble appeal that you urge your 
U.C.Y local to undertake a Help-the-YOUTH project. If you do, it will 
not be long before the YOUTH is completely self-supporting. If we 
were to make subscriptions pay for the cost of publication we would 
have to charge you more than double the present rate. However, we 
do not want to do that even though every other publication has done 
so. The subscription rate today is the same as it was thirteen years 
ago when the YOUTH first began publication. As you know, the cost 
of everything has gone up considerably since then. 

The YOUTH magazine is something every U.C.Y member should 
have in common. It should be the means by which we can learn about 
each other and about our club activities. In this way, we could very 
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easily become a well-known and influential organization. However, 
we are very far from that at present. Let us tell you why. 

You, our present readers, are our most ardent supporters without 
whose help we couldn’t exist. However, your number is very small 
and it wouldn’t be fair to ask you to accept the financial burden of 
maknig this magazine self-supiporting. As you know, our constitution 
states that every U.C.Y. member must subscribe to the YOUTH 
magazine. As things now stand, that section might very well be left 
out because it isn’t being enforced by the majority of locals. We’ll go out 
on a limb and state that less than ten per cent of all the U.C.Y. locals in 
Canada have their members as subscribebrs. Over ninety per cent of 
the locals do not haye so much as a single subscriber on our lists. This 
isn’t a wild guess either. In fact, it is a very generous estimate. If 
this comes as a sort of shock to you, we hope it will fire you with 
enough zeal and determination to help us. 

We cannot make the YOUTH pay for itself until we have more 
subscribers and until every U.C.Y. local helps us in some way. At this 
point we would like to thank our present readers and especially those 
locals who sent Press Fund donations to us. Your help was greatly 
appreciated and very welcome. Althuogh we did not reach our ob- 
jective_and the YOUTH is still accumulating debt, we are happy to re¬ 
port that our debt was smaller than for the past severla years. If we 
can just exert ourselves more, the next year may well be the golden 
one in the YOUTH’S history. Wouldn’t that be a wonderful achieve¬ 
ment? Will you please help? 

As we mentioned before, encourage your local to sponsor an 
activity for the YOUTH. Then, set your sights on those people who 
do not yet subscribe to our publication. First try to get every mem¬ 
ber of your club to be a subscriber and then encourage others. If your 
local would like to get sample copies of the YOUTH for free distribu¬ 
tion, write to us at once, tell us how many copies you want, and we will 
be glad to send them to you. Let’s really make a concentrated drive 
to boost our circulation and to make our own publication a really suc¬ 
cessful one. 

We are the first to admit that in its present format, the YOUTH 
might not be everything you would like it to be. However, we are 
always open to suggestion and welcome criticism. We try to do the 
best we can. If there are ways in which you think we could improve, 
by all means let us know. This is our magazine. Let’s work on it to¬ 
gether and make it the best youth publication on the continent.

Vocation Notes 

A Challenge to Youth — by Fr. M. Daciuk, O.S.B.M. 


Dear Readers of the “Youth” 
Magazine: 

Through the kindness of your Edit¬ 
or, I was given permission to write 
a series of articles on the topic that 
should concern all >of us very deeply 
because it deals so very closely with 
salvation of our immortal souls. So 
with God’s help I will endeavour to 
put through my one big objective— 
and that it to make all our Ukrainian 
Catholic Youth more VOCATION 
MINDED. Only if they regularly 
think about vocations will they be 
interested in the matter at all—may¬ 
be in deciding to embrace a priestly 
or religious vocation themselves, 
or, at least in helping to foster such 
vocations in others. The point is 
that, in either case, realization must 
come before action; people won’t 
desire to do something about voca¬ 
tions if they are not habitually con¬ 
scious of the need and value of 
vocations. 

And knowing about the great 
need of vocations to the priesthood, 
sisterhood and the brotherhood the 
Franciscan Fathers in the United 
States have organized a Pious Union 
called “The Seraphic Society for 
Vocations”, or briefly known as the 
“SSV”. Its main purpose is to foster 
a crusade of prayer to promote voca¬ 
tions among the Catholic youth. 
Through this simple medium they 
desire to develop in the hearts of 
boys and girls a “Catholic” attitude 
towards vocations, a consciousness 
of the need of vocations and an un¬ 
derstanding of what a religious voca¬ 
tion really means. This SSV soon 
became nationwide and has wroguht 


abundant fruits in the field of voca¬ 
tion amongst the Latin Catholics. 

Our Ukrainian Catholic Church 
is also in dire need of more voca¬ 
tions to the religius life. And the 
most successful means for increas¬ 
ing these vocations amongst our 
own youth is also through prayer. 
This is the teaching of our Lord 
Jesus. One day during His exhorta¬ 
tions He compared the people of His 
day, hungering, for the truths of 
religion, to a vast grain field ripe 
for the harvest. Then He said to 
His circle of disciples, “The harvest 
is indeed great, but the laborers 
are few. Pray therefore the Lord 
of the harvest to send forth laborers 
into His harvest”. Prayer is, there¬ 
fore, the means Christ advises for 
obtaining vocations. 

So will you, dear readers, permit 
me to ask you to PRAY—specifical¬ 
ly, to say three Hail Marys—daily 
throughout the coming school year 
for more vocations in our Ukrainian 
Catholic Church. The little sacrifice 
on your part will, in the first place, 
make yourselves vocation-minded 
and will also help many a young 
soul in following its calling to the 
service of God. May I feel assured 
that all our young readers have 
promised to make it their duty to 
say “three Hail Marys 1 -’ every day 
to obtain more vocations for our 
Church. 

The First Priest 

The first missionary was our Lord 
Himself. He left His Father, His 
beautiful home in heaven to live 
and suffer on earth among sinners, 
to teach them the Truth and show 
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them the only way to save their 
souls. 

In coming down to earth to save 
the sinner, Jesus was entirely obed¬ 
ient to His heavenly Father’s wish. 
“Behold I come — to do thy will’ O 
God”, Ps. 39. He knew what God 
wanted Him to do and was faithful 
to Him. “Christ became obedient 
for us unto death, even to the death 
of the cross.” That was His vocation 
in life and He never failed to be 
true in going about doing good, 
warning the wicked, helping those 
in need, trying to save those who 
were in danger of being lost for¬ 
ever.

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St. Josaphat sacrificed his life for Ukraine

The blood of the Saints is the best 
guarantee of God’s blessing. With 
their blood shed for their breth¬ 
ren the Martyrs obtain innumerous 
graces for their country. 

St. Josaphat Kuntsevych, the Uk¬ 
rainian martyr, was ready to die 
for his country, that it might be 
Catholic and independent. When he 
was leaving Polotsk on his way to 
Vitebsk where he was murdered by 
the adversaries of the Ukrainian 
Catholic Church, he hurried to the 
church and prayed for his brethren. 
He prostrated himself before the 
tabernacle and prayed fervently, 
spreading out his hands in the form 
of the cross: 

“My God, although my merits are 
as nothing compared with Yours 
which are infinite, in Thy gracious 
goodness grant me the grace of of¬ 
fering my life for the salvation of 
my Ukraine-” 

Then he rose and said to those 
who were assembled around him: 
“I am fully aware of the plot of 
the opponents of the Union. I am 
glad that I am going to certain 
death for Christ.” 

He assured the present people that 
no one would be hurt except him: 
“If it happens at Vitebsk,” he said 
“then only I will die. No one else 
besides me will perish.” His prophecy 
was literally fulfilled. Although some 
of his servants were severely beat¬ 
en by the raging and incited crowd, 
Josaphat alone was killed for the 
allegiance of the Ukrainians to the 
Popes of Rome. 


God’s anger upon the murderers 

When the adverharies of St. Jo¬ 
saphat Kuntsevych, a holy Ukrainian 
Catholic archbishop, killed him in 
1623, the people of Polotsk saw over 
the city of Vitebsk where the crime 
had been committed, a fiery column 
reaching to the very skies. 

In Polotsk itself. Simeon, the two- 
year-old son of Dorotheus Archimo- 
vych, a city official, exclaimed on 
the day of the murder: “Oh father, 
the holy one has died!” 

■ His parents were amazed, for the 
child till then had been unable to 
say a word. And when they asked 
the child: “Which holy one died?”, 
the little one replied: “The one that 
built the white church.” This was 
what everyone called the church 
which had been rebuilt by St. Josa¬ 
phat. 

After this the child remained 
speechless until he reached the pro¬ 
per age for the child to speak in¬ 
telligently. The parents and the ser¬ 
vants of the house who heard the 
child’s words were very puzzled. It 
was not until the next day that 
word was brought from Vitebsk that 
St. Josaphat had been killed by the 
adversaries of the union of the Uk¬ 
rainian Church with successors of 
St. Peter, the Popes of Rome. 

UKRAINIAN SCIENTIST 

The Russian Communist party in¬ 
vited a Ukrainian physiologist, a 
member of the Communist party 
since 1942, to lecture on the in- 
compability of science and religion. 
The outstanding scientist refused. 
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When pressed by his party chiefs, 
he told them frankly: “Don’t force 
me to tell the people things which I 
myself do not believe. I cannot carry 
on scientific propaganda against 
God, for I am a believer myself.” 

It is surprising to hear such things 
from a young scientist raised in 
the Communist schools. The younger 
generation of Ukraine is disillusion¬ 
ed" in Communism. Numerous boys 
and girls are publicly frequenting 
the church services. The myth of 
sinless and virtuous proletariat has 
been severely refuted by every day 
life and innumerous crimes among 
the youngsters. The Ukrainian youth 
which despices cheap pleasures is 
turning to God and religion. 

The young Ukrainian generation 
sees clearly !fc.at Communism and 
not religion is the “Opium of the 


people”. Opium stiffles clear think¬ 
ing and destroys man’s mind. This is 
exactly what the Muscovite commies 
were trying to do with the Ukrain¬ 
ians, stiffling in the national con¬ 
sciousness that they are not Ukrain¬ 
ians, but Russians. 

They have discovered Moscow’s 
trick and are turning away from 
her communist doctrines, cheap slo¬ 
gans and ready-made formulas about 
the incoming paradise.

It is a piece of 
spiritual optimism that we are not 
usually sent temptations which are 
not strong enough to overcome. The 
same is true of our tasks and 
responsibilities. We shall find our¬ 
selves equal to the emergency...

We gain power by bravely an- 
vancing. 

One of Emerson’s sayings was: 
“Nerve yourselves on the affirm¬ 


atives,” which means that we are 
not to go about saying, “I cannot do 
this, and I cannot do the other.” We 
must be of good heart and say, “I 
can,” and “I will,” and “I must.” 

Those words have courage in 
them.

SEVEN RIVERS OF GRACE 


Man, composed of body and soul, 
lives in the midst of visible things, 
deals with them constantly, and 
gains his knowledge from them. 
Every day in our life, we regulate 
our actions to a great extent 
according to signs of one form or 
another. When we see a red light, 
that means stop. 

It is the most logical thing in the 
world that visible things should have 
come to play a part in the religious 
sphere of man’s life, too—that there 
should be symbols of man’s part 
expressing something of our relation 
to God, or of His relation to us. 

Have you ever heard the expres¬ 
sion: “The Catholic Church has too 
many external ceremonies? We just 
want to pray to' God without ex¬ 
ternal religious signs and cere¬ 
monies!” 

That statement is very similar to 
saying: “I just want health and 
strength—let’s do away with medi¬ 


cine and stethoscopes and all the 
external medical trappings!” No, we 
cannot do away with all those things 
and still have health. Neither can we 
«do away with external religious 
rites and expect our souls to remain 
strong and healthy. Man’s knowledge 
of spiritual things depends on the 
use of his senses. 

We are composed of body as well 
as soul; we are not completely 
spiritual as the angels. We have a 
material part to our existence. In 
view of that, we might well realize 
why God has come down to our level 
by using things we can see or hear 
to express and bring about spiritual 
realities wt cannot see. It was fitting, 
therefore, that the sacraments, 
which were to bring man the super¬ 
natural, spiritual gifts of grace, be 
instituted by Christ as visible signs 
which could be perceived by man. 

God has taken ordinary elements 
—bread, oil, water for instance, and 



commanded that they be used to 
express and accomplish a spiritual 
result. There are many external 
ceremonies in the Catholic Church, 
but there are seven that stand in a 
class by themselves. They are seven 
Sacraments. 

Why the Sacraments? 

When Christ came into this world, 
was born, suffered and died, He 
gained for us the title to heaven. He 
gained a store of grace, of all the 
spiritual helps necessary for men to 
get to heaven. Was anything else 
necessary? Yes. All this merit, this 
whole store of spiritual aid, had to 
be applied to individual souls. How 
were the fruits of Christ’s life to 
reach the countless generations after 
Christ?How was this vast supply of 
grace and spiritual aid to become a 
personal living reality in our own 
souls To solve this problem, Our 
Lord established the seven sacra¬ 
ments, seven channels so to speak, 
through which all the graces and 
blessings won by Christ’s life on 
earth could flow into each individual 
soul. 

If you have ever traveled through 
the country where there are large 
areas of farm land, perhaps you’ve 
noticed that some use an irrigation 
plan—a system of pipes and canals— 
to bring, water to each tree or plant. 
It is necessary not only to have a 
vast supply of water, but also some 
means to bring this life-giving water 
to each tree. No matter how much 
water is contained in the lake or 
source of supply, if there are no 
canals or pipes to carry it to each 
individual tree, the trees wil soon 
die. 

Christ, by His life and death, 
gained an unlimited supply of 
spiritual helps. It was necessary 
that some means be set up to tap this 


supply and channel it to each in¬ 
dividual. The Sacraments are these 
means—they are the channels of 
divine grace tb our souls.
